The “bit”? is simply the drill, and the 
‘‘reamer’’ is the tool which is run into the 
wellafter the drill to make the hole uni- 
form. 

‘*A fishing job’’ is to huntin the hole for 
lost tools, and this is a distinct and im- 
portant part of the business. Fishing 
has become an art. There are one hundred 
different and curious varieties of ‘‘fishing 
tools,” a peculiar one for ctteef part of the 
drilling appliance that may be lost.

to the University. Having passed 
the final examination in the public 
school in any part of the State 
should admit the boy or girl tothe 
University course. As you limit 
your public school so of course 
you limit the University. For the 


higher the studies in the common 


schools the higher, necessarily, are 

those of the University. But can 

you afford to cnt dewn the com- 

mon _ school course’ to a 
lower standard? Remember the 

University is a State 7 
aud for the benefit of all the young 

men and women of the State, and 

remember again that there are 
many throughout this State who 
never can,for lack of means, at- 
tend the University, and conse- 
quently must depend upon their 
local common schools. To make 
the common schools of a low stand- 
ard would be to cut off a large 
part of your population from an 
education they are entitledto, at 
the same time making of your 

University a mere high school. It 
might be said, let the public 
schools of. other towns have a 
higher course. Is, then, the Uni- 
versity a local institution, and to 
be in future a branch of Reno’s 
school system ? 

Is it not wiser to have ita high | J 
educational eats blishment, the fit 
rounding off of a good common 
school education?

An ‘Blequent Oration by Mon. 
Themas Fitch—Other

The Grand Army and the citizens

front of the Postoffice, on Virginia 
street, under command of Major 
Ducat, who acted as Grand Marshal 
assisted by his cadets, to pay homage 
to the memory of the boys who wore 
the blue, in the following order:

Republic, consecrated this day to the memory 
of those heroes of the Rebellion who had 
sealed their devotion to our country with their 
life-blood. beautiful 
thought that suggested this solemn recogni- 
tion of the services of the brave men who died 
that their country might live. It was an in- 
spiration that was at once seized upon as 
most fit and proper all over the land, and to- 
day, wherever loyal hearts beat and soldiers’ 

ves are found, the sweet flowers of spring- 
ate are strewn, and these solemn and im- 
ive ceremonies are held over the dead. 
statute, in nearly all of the States, it has 
been proclaimed a legal holiday, to be ob- 
served by a cessation from business and secu- 
lar employment, and given up to the contem- 
lation of the examples of heroism to be 
ound on every page of our country’s history 
from the opening gun of 1861 to Lee’s surren- 
der at Appomattox Court House. To die is 
the common lot ofall. We are born, we live, 
and move and have our being; death comes 
and the waters of oblivion close over us. To 
comparatively few indeed is the epeetasny 
given of blazoning their names high up on 
the pillar of fame, and those to wines it is 
ven how few are equal to its demands.
